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SCHLEY ATTACKS THE FORTS 


AT SANTTAGO dc CUBA HARBOR 


EARLY REPORTS OF THE BATTLE ARE FULLY 


CONFIRflED THIS HORNING. 


New York, June 1.—Special—The report of a battle off San- 


tiago is confirmed in a dispatch from Cape Haytien. 
Schley's fleet 


was engaged. 
The guns of the flying squadron began at 2 o'clock 


to bombard Morro and two other forts at the entrance to the bay. 
The cannonading was terriffic, lasting two hours. 
It is believed 


many Spanish artillerymen were killed. 
Little damage was done 


to the American ships. 
It is not known whether or not Cervera's 


fleet was engaged. 


Cape Haytien, June 1.—Special—At 2 o'clock yesterday 


Commodore Schley made a bold advance with twelve of his war- 
ships into Santiago harber and engaged the Spanish fleet under 
Admiral Cervera. 
Morro castle, at the entrance to the bay, was 


silenced by a few well directed shots from the 13 inch guns of the 
American fleet. The aim of "the gunners was splendid, and as 
each shell burst within the works clouds of dust and masonry filled 
the air. 
The fortification is several hundred years old, and poorly 


fitted to resist the terrible impact of modern guns. 


. In less than half an hour the guns of the forts were silenced, 


whereupon the American ships steamed forward. Just inside the 
neck of rocks at the entrance to the harbor Cervera's fleet was sta- 
tioned in fighting order, showing the least possible front to the Am- 
erican gunners. 
There was not a moment's delay. 
First came a 


terriffic roar as half a dozen of the great guns on the American ves 


sels belched forth their iron hail. Then the guns of the Spaniards 
reverberated through the defiles. 
The Spanish fire was not effec- 


tive at first, the missiles going wide of their mark, but after two or 
three discharges became more accurate, and some of the Ameri- 
cans were hit although not seriously damaged. 


The forts along the shore at every opportunity sent a shot into 


the midst of the American fleet. Their guns,* however, were of 
small calibre, and did little damage. 
An occasional shot from one 


of the Americans would fall within the works of the most active of 
these forts, and for a time they would be silent, but would resume 
after an interval which had evidently been spent in rallying the 
forces and getting the displaced guns back into position. 


At 4 o'clock the forts were practically silent and the fighting 


was between the opposing ships of war. 
The cannonading was 


terriffic. 
Not one of the American ships, as the sun was going 


down, showed signs of being disabled, although some of them had 
been hard hit. Three of Cervera's fleet were lying apparently use- 
less. 
Their na-mes could not be ascertained. 


The Americans had advanced farther and farther into the 


harbor, and were sending their fire in at short range. 
The Span- 


iards were fighting stubbornly, but evidently had much the worst 
of it. 
At dark Schley was still in the harbor, but making his way 


slowly towards the open sea. 


Washington, Jnne i—Special—Early this morning there 


was no official news of Schley's reported bombardment of the 
forts at Santiago harbor. 
Some officials in the navy depart- 


ment are inclined to discredit the news. 
The generally ac- 


cepted explanation was that it was z. counter attack to the 
Spanish sally of Sunday night, and incidentally to weaken 
the harbor defences. 
Schley's fleet had a slight brush with 


two torpedo boats Sunday night, but no damage was done. 
Evidently to give the Spaniards something to think about, 
Schley, according to reports, yesterday fiercely bombarded 
the principal forts at the harbor entrance. 
Whether or not 


the Americans entered the bay is not known. It is reported 
here that they did, but this is doubted, If he had forced the 
passage it is certain he would have proceeded toward the 
city and engaged the Spanish warships and batteries in that 
neighborhood. The point that causes speculation is that all 
news comes from Hayti, evidently by cable from Spaniards 
in Santiago. 


Nothing has been heard from Madrid. 
This may mean 


that cable communication has finally been stopped. 


All press reports agree as to the time of the beginning 


and ending of the bombardment, and on the fact that the 
Americans had secured an advantage that was valuable 
OwSno to the height of the hill on which Morro castle is sit- 
uated the warships were unable to run close in shore, and 
had to stand off to ^our in a more effective fire. They ma. 
nouvered continually while firing. Some of the shells from 
the big guns went clear over Morrow and landed in other 
fortifications. 


Press Reports Correct. 


Washington, June i—Special—Officials who at first ex- 


pressed doubt as to a battle having taken place have come to 
the conclusion that the press icports are correct. 
There is 


an inclination among some to believe that the encounter was 
bTought about by the attempt of some of the Spanish vessels 


to make a dash out of the harbor, either with the intention of 
giving battle or escaping to sea. 


The Spanish Version 


Madrid, June 1—Special—Minister of Marine Aunon has 


received word that the American squadron has been repuls- 
ed at Santiago 


Official despatches describe the American tquadron as 


bombarding the forts at the entrance to the harbor, firing 
sixty shots. 
The forts replied and the Spanish cruiser Cris- 


tobal Colon went to the mouth of the harbor and found thatj 
the American ships were retiring. 
One American cruiser 


was disabled. 


Bears the News. 


Cape Haytian, Hayti, June i—Special—The United 


States torpedo boat Porter arrived at Mole St. Nicholas 
harbor shortly after midnight, presumably with dispatches 
for Washington. . She left on hour later. 


Spanish Battleship Sunk. 


London, June i—Special—A Santiago dispatch received 


here says during the bombardment the battleship Texas ran 
into the harbor and sank the Reina Mercedes. 


The Alphonso Captured. 


Key West, June i—Speciall—The cruiser St. Louis has 


captured the Alphonso XIII. It was necessary to put seven 
teen shot in the Alfonso before she surrendered. 


Expectancy at Tampa. 


Tampa, Fla., June i Special 
The arrival of Gen. 


Miles has created a flurry of excitement among the troops 
here, and a movement is expected hourly. No one knows, 
however, when the order to move will come. 
All prepara- 


tiens are complete, however, and th^re will not be an hour's 
delay. 
While nothing is positively known as to the destina- 


tion of the troops it is taken for granted that they will be 
landed at or near Santiago. 
It is hinted, however, that two 


expeditions will start simultaneously, in which event Santi- 
ago will not be the only point of invasion. 


A Daring Undertaking. 


Key West, June i—Special—The converted tug Wasp 


repeated Dewey's trick at Manila last Weduesday night by 
darting past the forts and over the mines at Santiago. She 
went within two miles of the city wharves, and was not de- 
ected. 
She found three Spanish cruisers. 
The Wasp's 


officers are sure they are part of Cervera's fleet.
